A MIDNIGHT SESSION. 


The Council FMSM the Electric CM- Fran- 


chise *nd Transact* Much Business 


of Local Interest. 


It was after the midnight Hour and 


nearly one o'clock when the council 
adjourned its first regular meeting for 
August, last Monday evening, at 
which time all members had answered 
to the roll call except Aid. Fayette 
Skinner. 
A petition from over 130 


neighbors of John Okray, asking that 
license be granted to him, was read 
by the clerk, and the same was accom- 
panied by a letter from Mrs. Okray 
saying that the report to the effect 
that she is not in favor of having her 
husband granted a license is not true. 
Aid. Baker spoke against granting 
the license, stating that Okray has 
continued to disobey the laws ever 
since the license was refused. B. B.-s 
Park appeared for Mr. Okray, denying 
that the latter had failed to comply 
with the laws of the state and city 
since he had been refused license, and 
hoped he would not be driven out of 
the place he had built up through his 
own exertion after being in business 
for over ten years. 
The roll being 


called upon the question of granting 
Okray a license, it was lost by the fol- 
lowing vote: Ayes, Cushman, Kielis- 
zewski and King, 3; noes, Brill, 
Baker, 
Maxfleld. Peickard, Maine, 


McCreedy, Johnson andDumbleton,8. 
Mrs. O. Parmeter asked permission to 
move the building now occupied by 
Schenk & Arenberg to her lot on 
the South Side, and the request was 
granted. 
A petition to have an arc 


light at the corner of Minnesota ave- 
nue and Patch street, was presented 
by residents living in that locality, 
and referred to the committee on 
lighting. 
A petition to have ditch 


running from the dike to the river 
properly piped, was referred to the 
proper committee, after some discus- 
sion. A petition from residents on 
north end of Union street, saying that 
they were ready to donate land for 
extension of said street, was read. 
Aid. Maine said that some would not 
give land for extension, and Aid Kiel- 
iszewski stated that all except four 
would donate the necessary ground 
for this purpose. 
No action was 


taken. Bender & Fried gave notice 
that they would vacate the premises 
occupied by them as a barn and be- 
longing to the city, on Sept. 1st. 
Frank Balabazinski, through 
his 


father and guardian, presented a com- 
munication claiming satisfaction for 
breaking his leg on a defective walk 
in front of Kuklinski's residence on 
Water street, and the same was read 
and referred to the city attorney with 
committee on city affairs. 
Eaymond, 


Lamoreux & Park are attorneys for 
petitioner. 
Mike Scharwark gave 


notice that he had been engaged as 
merchants police. Applications from 
H. D. McCulloch Co. and W. F. At- 
well for pharmacist's license were 
granted. 
Adam Adams, with A. 


Lutz, Sr., and N. Jacobs, as sureties, 
and Wm. Koch, with A. Lutz, Sr., 
and John Zimmer, as sureties, asked 
for retail liquor licenses, and the sa'me 
were also granted. 
The first named is 


located at 116 S. Third street and the 
latter in the Lutz House, South Ride. 
The electric street car franchise, as 
asked for by the Stevens Point Light- 
ing Co., was then taken up. A com- 
munication from the Water Co. was 
flrst read, in which they asked that 
only what is known as the double 
trolley system be granted, as with the 
other system great damage to water 
and other pipes placed in the ground 
will follow. The ordinance was then 
read by section and passed, the only 
amendment being in extending the 
time for filing a bond to Oct. 10th, 
instead of Sept. 10th. 
All members 


voted in favor of granting the fran- 
chise except Aid. Brill and Johnson, 
and they only wished to have the 
question presented by the Water Co. 
more thoroughly investigated before 
passing the ordinance. 
Mr. Wiley, 


who was present, said that they mean 
business and the road will be built as 
stated, one mile or more before Sept. 
10th, 1895, or the city will be ahead 
$2,000 in cash. 
An ordinance chang- 


ing the name of Fay street to Elli? 
street, it being in fact an extension ol 
the latter thoroughfare, was intro- 
duced and adopted. 
Aid. Baker in 


troduccd a resolution authorizing an 
arc light to be placed at the foot o

Main street, near the Green Bay depot, 
and the same was passed. 
A resolu- 


tion by Aid. Dumbleton authorizing 
he building of walks on both sides of 
Oak street, was adopted. Aid. Baker 
ntroduced a resolution instructing 
the clerk to submit a new schedule of 
icenses for shows, etc., as now in 
force by the city, so that it may be 
•evised by a special committee of 
three, appointed for that purpose. 
The resolution was adopted and Aid. 
Baker, Brill and Maine appointed as 
such committee. 
The committee ap- 


pointed to make arrangements for 
sites for election booths in the 3d and 
5th wards, recommended the purchas- 
ng of a piece of ground, 20x30 feet, 
n the 5th ward, at $75.00. 
The re- 


commendation was accepted and the 
mayor and clerk authorized to Issue 
an order for the above sum on receipt 
of a good and sufficient deed. 


A communication was read from the 


W. C. T. U., resolving that they 
earnestly protest against the contin- 
uance of Fayette Skinner as a mem- 
>er of the common council, after his 
attack on the virtue of several little 


iris, and praying that the fullpeilal- 


ty of the law be meted out to him and 
lis office be declared vacant. 
Aid. 


McCreedy moved that a committee of 
flve be appointed to Investigate the 
;harges, and after the motion was car- 
ied Aid. Johnson, McCreedy, Cush- 
man, Baker and Maine were selected 
as such committee. 
The. committee 


on poor were authorized to send a boy 
named Baker; now at the poor farm, 
to the reform school, and also to aid 
Mrs. Henrika Newquist to the extent 
of $5.00 per month until further no- 
tice. C. H. Grant was upon motion 
authorized to select and form a-volun- 
,cer hook and ladder company of flf- 
;een members, at once, as the new ap- 
paratus is expected during the present 
month. The city surveyor, with the 
aid of the county surveyor, were 
authorized to establish lines on Re- 
ierve street at their earliest possible 
convenience, and Aid. McCreedy was 
added to the committee. 
The new 


hook and ladder truck will'be called 
'Central City No. 1." The matter of 
mrchasing fountains was deferred 
until early spring, and thereafter the 
council adjourned.

Ono of the best known lawyers in New

Wind—Three ratal Casualties and Sev- 
eral Hen Severely llurued. 
CiitCAQO, Aug. a—The lumber district 


of Chicago was last night visited by one 
of the most disastrous fires in its history, 
and the loss will probably foot up between 
tl,£50,OCO mid tl.500,000, although it will 
be twenty-four hours before the damage 
can be estimated with accuracy. 
Follow- 


ing concerns were entirely cleaned out by 
flames aud everything in their yards ut- 
terly d stroyed: S. K. Martin Lumber 
company; Wells & French Co., car build- 
er*; Perley, Lowe & Co., lumber; Shoe- 
maker & Hubie, lumber; Jobu Spry Lum- 
Der compauy; Edward Mines Lumber com- 
pany; Couway & Co.. cedar posts; \V. C. 
B. Palmer, cedar posts; Whitcomb Cedar 
Post compauy; Siemens & Halske, manu- 
facturers of dynamos. 


Fifty Fire Engine* at Work. 


The burned district is about six squares 


train east to west and about three from 
north to south. Tue fire was discovered 
by a watch man outside of the fence near 


shingle shed belonging to Martin & 


Do. He turned in an alarm, but before 
the engines arrived the shed was a mass 
of flames which immediately communi- 
cated to the surrounding lumber piles. 
The flames originated in exactly the right 
epot, for a strong northwest wind which 
was blowing carried them through the en- 
tire length and breadth of the yards. The 
wind drove the flames so fiercely that the 
first engines which arrived were utterly 
helpless, and call after call for additional 
help was made until over fifty engines 
aud three fire boats were tit work. 


Two firenwij were badly burned and two 


other men wounded, one of whom. Otto 
Kafter, will die. 


Firemen Hun for Their Lives. 


It is not likely that even they would 


have counted for much had uot the wind 
died out after the fire had been burning 
an hour. For a time it seemed as if the 
the entire lumber district, which stretches 
i mile to tbe south and as far east of the 
burning yards, mubt be consumed. The 
sudden change in the direction of the 
flames caused by the change iu the wind 
caught several engine companies, and the 
men were compelled to run for their lives. 
Two engines were abandoned, the horses 
and men narrowly escaping death, and 
the department lost several thousand feet 
of hose from the same cause. 


Fireboatg iu Great Peril. 


The fireboui, Yosemito was at work in 


one of the slips when the direction of 
the fire changed and the long tongues of 
flames that shot over her made it neces- 
sary that she be moved at once. When 
the effort was made it was found that 
the steam was so low that the boat could 
not 
be 
moved rapidly. 
The 
men 


frantically pushed her off with poles and 
boards and escaped with no more damage 
than a severe scorching. The flrebout 
Geyser ulso had a close call, but ran 
through tbe flumes and escaped unharmed. 
Two of her men—John McCaun 
and 


Thomas Freeding—were badly burned. 
The large siamesed hose which they were 
holding got away from them and knocked 
both men over the side of the boat upon 
a pile of burning cedar posts. Their in- 
juries are not fatal. 


Otli«>r Cusualtieit and Leslies. 


In addition to the firemuu injured the 


following casualties occurred: p,to R-if- 
ter, fell off lumber pile, back broken and 
will die; unknown man, struck on the 
head by the flying cap from a fire engine, 
knocked into the river and drowned; Pe- 
ter Pheluu, pipemau, inhaled hot air and 
badly wounded; unknown boy pushed into 
the river by crowd and drowned. 


At li o'clock the fire was still burning 


fiercely with a probability of blnzing for 
twelve hours more, although the flames 
were under control. The heaviest losses 
are estimated as follows: Martin & C"., 
«500,000; Perley, Lowe & Co., $143,000; 
Wells French compauy, fciOO.OOO; Siemens 
& Halske, $300,000. S. K. Martin estimates 
hi.s loss at $800,000, with $000,000 insurance. 
A peculiar l&uture of his case ie the fact 
that his insurance would have elapsed ut 
midnight.

THE U, S. senate on Monday passed

The cases here- 
tofore tried arose under the law of 
1870, which specified that all fees and 
prequisites should be paid Into the 
treasury. The defense In these last 
cases was that this law of 1876 con- 
doned all previous offences; but the 
judge held otherwise. The case will 
doubtless go to the supreme court, 
for final determination of this new 
question.

If it 
passes the pending bill, or if it fails, 
in either case the definite basis for 
future business will enable many to 
act who are now waiting. Whether 
the one course or the other would 
stimulate the greater increase, it is 
certain that either would give relief 
from present paralyzing uncertainties, 
and cause some increase in business 
at least for a time. So much business 
has been deferred during the past year, 
and merchandise stocks have been so 
reduced, that the mere approach of a 
decision, without certainty what it is 
io lie, nas this week encouraged large 
preparation for increased business, 
tn spite of outgoing gold and sinking 
treasury reserves, small railroad earn- 
ings, some injury to crops, and in- 
creased trouble in the coke regions, 
the tone and the outlook are more 
hopeful.

The financial record of the Demo-

The manufacturers, mine own- 


ers, vessel owners and others, laid 
their 
complaints 
before 
congress, 


pleading to be permitted to import 
help from Italy, Hungary, Poland and 
other countries of Europe to take the 
places of Americans who were trying 
to prevent a disruption of the repub- 
lic. A Republican congress gave the 
required permission and we are now 
reaping the natural, logical and in- 
evitable harvest. At this juncture I 
will quote a single section of that law, 
approved on July 4th, 1864. It is 
well that we all refresh occasionally 
our memories.

Be it furlher enacted, etc., that 
ll contracts that bhjill be made by emigrants 
to the United States in foreign countries, In 
conformity to regulations that may be estab- 
lished by the (-aid commissioner, whereby 
emiKiants shall pledge the wages of their la- 
lior lor a term not exceeding twelve months 
to tepay the expenses of their emigration, 
shall be held valid in law and may be en- 
forced In the courts of tbe UnitPd Stales, or of 
the several states and territories, and such 
advances, if so stipulated In the contract, and 
the contract be recorded in the recorder's of- 
fice in the county where the emigrant settled, 
•.hull operate as a hen upon any land there- 
after acquired by the emigrant, whether un- 
der the homestead law, wheu the title is con- 
summated, or on property otherwise acquired, 
until liquidated by tbe emigrant. 


This law stood for twenty years 


and made it" possible for our great 
corporations and large manufacturers 
in this country, who desired to take 
advantage of it, to import pauper 
laborers from all parts of continental 
Europe and so displace our American 
laborers. Comment here is wholly 
unnecessary. For thirty years, under 
the false pretense of benefit to the 
American laborer, tbe product of la- 
bor* has been taxed heavily, while 
every gate has been wide open to the 
influx of the dreaded "pauper labor,' 
which has gradually, but not slowly, 
displaced the very labor which the 
protective legislation hypocritically 
pretended to benefit. 
In these days 


of conventions, and I will say, no later 
than July 18th last, one of the speak 
ers in a Republican convention hac 
the sublimity of gall to avow thai 
"the way to protect labor was to pro 
tcct tbe product of labor." And this 
after more than thirty years of "pro

Tho number of dice used was three, be- 


ing marked with a minimum of ono and 
a maximum of six spots. 
The most for- 


tunuto throw, called venereus by Cicero 
(dc Dcvi/j. 1, 13) and basilicus by Plautus 
(Curcttlio ii, y, 7U), was when the dice 
showed thruo senioncs, or 18 spots. 
The 


progress of tho game wns marked on the 
board by tho movement of tho men (la- 
truhculi) backward and forward. 
The 


gravity of the losses depended naturally 
upon the amount of money at stake and 
tho lines that were paid when the dica 
showed ono or more aces. 


It is difficult to explain what skill had 


to do with such a game, still Isidore de- 
scribes V'w inveterate gamblers could suc- 
ceed in throwing tho six and in avoiding 
the unit. In a graffito at Pompeii an hon- 
est player congratulates himself for hav- 
ing gained a good sum of money without 
fraud. Plautus dwells sometimes on these 
dishonest practices, to avoid which several 
instruments wero invented from time to 
time, such as the horn (pyxis cornea) and 
the frltillus. 


It seems, however, that these Instru- 


ments did not always fulfill their purpose. 
A third one was consequently invented 
in the shape of a tower, with a spiral stair- 
case inside and a funnel on top. The dice, 
shaken first in the horn or In tho frltillus, 
were thrown into the funnel and rolled 
down the spiral staircase until they landed 
on the table. 
Such precautions rendered 


cheating almost impossible. — Chicago 
Times.

A'N AMERICAN YOUTH WHO VOLUN- 


TEERED IN HUNGARY'S CAUSE. 


PLOT FOR AN AMERICAN NOVEL 


He WM tkwit to Itrtcuu the Crown Jewel*. 


CmrtUt Cipher Uinpatche* Which II* 
Threw AWMJT Bccautw 11* Wu Fright- 
ened—Not « Good CouNplrator. 


It has remained for one American, Mr. 


W. J. Stillman, the art critic, to relate, 
the strangest story of Kossuth's plan! 
and plots, both in this country and In hi* 
own unhappy laud, that has anywhere ap- 
peared. In Tho Contury Mr. Stillman de 
Borlber a mission ou which ho was cent by 
Kos*uth after ho hud volunteered In hi* 
ncrvlce. "I followed him to London and 
established mysolf in a dark quarter, 
where spies would be little llkoly to no- 
tloe me, and reported to him through 
Pulezky, whoso address I hud. It WOK 
dually determined that I should undertake 
ail expedition to Hungary. Tho object, 
I was told, was the ro*cuo of tho Hunga- 
rian crown jewels, hidden at some point 
down the Dnnubo before tho (light of tho 
dictator and his ministry into Turkey. I 
woe to visit Vienna on tho way, and Koc- 
suth gave mo tho names of three person* 
in that city with whom I might commu- 
nicate, requesting that the one who Boom- 
ed to me tho most apt for tho purpose 
should go to London and put himself in 
communication with Kossuth 


"To steady my nerves In Vienna Koasuth 


had told me of a conspirator who bad been 
arrested on suspicion, his name having 
been found among many others m tho 
memorandum book of an emissary who 
had boen arrested for tampering with the 
troops. All persons whose names were 
found in the book were arrested. This 
particular person, having really a most 
important position in tho conspiracy and 
not knowing why ho was arrested, natu- 
rally believed that he hud been betrayed, 
and to avoid being driven to disclosures 
under torture adopted tho only means of- 
fered him 01 committing bu'cido by wrap- 
ping his bedclothes around him nnd set- 
ting lire to them, hit, bed nnd his light be- 
ing his only furniture. 


"When he hud boon burnud so that ho 


could not survive, ho tore off tho clothes, 
and calling tho guard told him to sum- 
mon tho council, and when they hud as- 
sembled in his cell told thorn that bo was 
a conspirator, but his secrets wore beyond 
their power of extortion—and died. 
This 


gave me a keen sense of tho necessity of 
caution, and as I was certain to bo put 
under surveillance ns soon as the police 
knew I was in Vienna I took time by tho 
forelock, nnd before tho police paper had 
been sent in took a cab, drove to within a 
block of tho house oC the person I was to 
see first, dismissed tho cab and mado niy 
visit, establishing communications and 
precautions against the police. But my 
consternation may be Imagined when my 
fellow conspirator, after all our arrange- 
ments wero complete, took mo into tho 
room whore his family wero assembled and 
introduced mo ns a friend who camo from 
Kossuth. With flvo women from 12 to 40 
years old In possession of my secret tho 
tranquillity of my stay In Vienna was far 
from complete, but It was a family of red 
republicans, and I was safe. 
''I waited nearly a month, and seeing 


that the police began to wonder what I 
had to occupy myself with I took to my 
bed and sent for » doctor. This was Or- 
zovensky, who had been chief of tho med- 
ical staff of Kossuth's army and with 
whom-i ruudo friends. But still I got no 
news from Kossuth or his correspondent 
in Pest, nnd as tho position could not be 
prolonged indefinitely one day I mado a 
confidant of tho doctor, told him my busi- 
ness and asked him if I could Icavo tho 
dispatches with him while I went back to 
London to put mutters on another footing. 
Not for tho world, ho replied, would he 
mix himself in the affair, and ho added 
that if it wero discovered that ho had hod 
knowledge of my business ho would be ar- 
rested and would bo n ruined man for not 
having betrayed mo to the police. 


"Then for tho first »imo I lout my nerve, 


and my mouth was In an Instant as dry 
as a bone, my tongue resembling a dry 
stick. I was never BO frightened before 
or since, but I kept self possession enough 
to note the singularity of the phenomenon 
and mado up my mind on tho spot to 
get out of tho range of tho doctor's reve- 
lations ns soon ns possible 
As nearly OB 


I can remember I did not stop to bleep In a 
bed till 1 reached Frankfort, and I got 
back to London by the earliest conveyance 
and went to report to Kossuth. Ho receiv- 
ed my report with perfect equanimity nnd 
asked mo only what I bad done with tho 
dispatches. In my panic I had thrown 
thorn into tho drain as the only place 
where they were In no danger of being 
sought for if I wero arrested before getting 
out of tho country, nnd this I told him 
Ho showed no irritation, but with an ex- 
pression of perplexity rather than vexa- 
tion snid, 'Three months lost,' and then 
resumed his usual manner, asked me 
About ninny things in Hungary, told mo 
that when I was at a loss I should have 
gone to tho Hotel Tigris, which was the 
rendezvous of tho patriots, nnd that thoro 
I would have mado acquaintance with 
some of big friends, who would hove helped 
mo out. He wont on talking of other 
things as calmly as if I had not disap- 
pointed him. I had not tho courngo to 
urge my services in any other matter, and 
ha saw that I had not In mo tho stuff for 
a conspirator, gave mo the money to pay 
my passage home, nnd wo p£ted with tho 
understanding that if it camo to fighting 
I should join him again."

tluu and Wrougful AccuutlloB.

•'Several years ago tho people of a email 


western city togan to wonder how tho 
cashier of tho lending bank could afford 
to live an well a« ho appeared to be doing. 
HU nalarjr, it i* true, wu* vury liberal, but 
bis expenditures far exceeded it. Ho built 
himself a splendid residence, bad his hones 
nnd carriages and altogether conducted 
himself like u man who owned rather than 
worked for a bank. Ho had tho confidence 
of tho bank directors, howoror, and tho 
rumors and gowlp that reached their ear* 
apparently had no effect upon them. 


The cttahier wa* ituddenly taken lick 


with a liugurlug malady and lay in a bare- 
ly couscloun condition for two or three 
mouths, when death finally claimed him 
An examination of bin books which follow- 
ed his death showed an apparent deficien- 
cy in his accounts of over $BB,000. 
His 


real friends were thunderstruck and would 
not boliovo that the dead man had boen 
diahont'ft. 
His bondsmen, too, could not 


be convinced that ho had made way with 
tho funds of the bank, but tho book* show- 
ed tho shortage. While they were arrang- 
ing to nutko the sum good the cashier'* 
Widow camo forward and presented tho 
bonk president with a cheek for the en- 
tire amount, telling him that she know 
her husbivnd had never token a cent of 
tho money, and that while she couldn't 
understand tho apparent proof of his dis- 
honesty tiho was sublimely confident that 
ho had died a good, upright man. 


"No ono know, either, whore the widow 


had got such a very largo sum of ready 
money. She continued to occupy the fam- 
ily homo, and there was no change what- 
ever in her mode of life, and the town 
was therefore confronted with a second 
mystery as inexplicable us the first Four 
years after the death of tho cashier tho 
man who had been assistant cashier nnd 
who hud succeeded to tho position when it 
was mado vacant also died. 


''Before his death ho confessed that when 


his predecessor \viis taken ill and had re- 
lapsed into a comatose condition, whence 
the doctors said ho could never recover, ho 
himself bad manipulated tho books of tho 
bank so as to show that tho dead cashier 
was a defaulter and had taken tho money 
for his own use. He loft his property to 
tho widow of tho man whoso memory ho 
had so dishonored, and it then turned out 
that the former cashier had early in his 
career Invested in western mining stock, 
and that tho money ho was spending so 
lavishly during ills life and from which 
his widow made good his apparent short- 
age after his death was tho result of his 
wise foresight when lie was a mere bank 
clerk."— Washington Star. 


UNCLI SAM'S BARGAIN COUNTMt 


Making I'Bpor Horneahoeii. 


When paper horseshoes wore first Intro- 


duced into tho cavalry service of tho Gor- 
man army a few ycnis ago, they excited a 
good deal of interest 
Several cavalry 


horses were first shod with the paper shoes 
and tho effect observed It was found that 
not only did the lightness and elasticity of 
tho shoo help tho horse on tho march, mak- 
ing it possible for him to travel factor and 
farther without fatigue than horses shod 
with iron, but that tho paper shoo had the 
property of being unaffected by wator and 
other liquids. Throe now sheets of paper 
arc pressed closely together, ono above the 
other, and rendered impervious to tho 
moisture by tho application of oil of tur- 
pentine. The sheotH arc glued together 
by a sort of paste composed of turpentine, 
whiting, gum and linsocd oil, and then 
submitted to n powerful hydraulic) pres- 
sure. Paper horseshoes are also mode by 
grinding the paper into a mass, combin- 
ing it with turpentine, sand, gum, litharge 
and certain other substances, pressing it 
and afterward drying it. But these shoes 
are less tough and elastic than those made 
of thin sheets of paper laid one upon an- 
other. These shoes are fastened to too 
horse's feet either by means of nails or with 
a kind of gluo mado of coal tar and caout- 
chouc, — New York Herald.

Worlshoten, the now famoiu Bavarian 


village, watt almost unknown 10 yean ago, 
bat tho translations of the work* of it* 
cure, Dr. Knoipp, and his wonderful cures 
have brought its name into prominence. 
Thousands of invalids now flock to Worls- 
hofon to bo cured by tho doctor priest. 
They camo from almost all countries, rep- 
resenting all classes, from the archbishop 
of Prague and tho great banker Rothschild 
of Vienna to the humble priest and tho 
common workman, and from princesses, 
daughters of Don Carlos, down to peasant 
girls. And they oil go barefooted! Even 
tho Asiatic in his notional costume can bo 
soon in this village. 


But it is in front of the Kurhaua that 


tho spectacle is most extraordinary. This 
Kurhaus is a sort of hospital built by the 
Cure Knoipp. Hero we find all aorta of in- 
valids crowding tho entrance and filling 
tho waiting room and the corridors. Some 
are brought in carriages; others are carried 
like btibies. Tho poor creatures present a 
pitiable appearance. I remember seeing on 
tho day of my first arrival a little crlpplo 
of 7 years carried about in a basket.

But lot us go into tho consultation 


room. It is a rather small, whitewashed 
apartment, without furniture other than a 
long table, at which doctors and scientific 
men arc seated.

In silence tho doc- 
tors listen and take notes. It is in real- 
ity a clinic, and they are simply students 
of the doctor priest, who astonishes them 
with tho accuracy of his diagnoses.

They look 
llko a group of dervishes or a pack of cir- 
cus performers going through -some ex- 
traordinary rehearsal. In utter amaze- 
ment you press your forehead and ask your- 
self if (ill thuso people are crazy or If you 
yourself have lost your senses. But keep 
cool. You are simply in tho presence of tho 
Kneippista at exercise. At tho close of it 
they become onco moro liko ordinary indi- 
viduals, except that they are always bare- 
footed. 


Tho number of lamo persons, cripples of 


all sort, to lie found in \Vorisliofen is some- 
thing extraordinary. Wo have heard of 
Lourdes and of tho impression that one 
derives there, but Worishofun has tills pe- 
culiarity—It asks nothing of the supernat- 
ural. If I may be pardoned the expression, 
It is the placo of lay miracles and has 
nothing to do with divine intervention. 
After Dr. Knoipp himself. Cold water and 
bare feet nro tho agents. 


At tho close of tho consultation u re- 


spectful crowd surrounds tho doctor and 
follows him. 
Women kneel down to kiss 


his hands. ITo gently brushes them aside. 
On looking at the old priest, clothed In his 
well worn soutane, Indifferent to all those 
demonstrations of gratitude, one cannot 
help feeling admiration and respect for 
him. He .seems to care for nothing except 
the relief ho can give to tho suffering.

form a rustic, chair is placed. Hero is 
when1 Dr. Knoipp develops his system in 
his conferences, which nro half scientific 
and half popular.

One wants to know some detail in 
the treatment, another begs him to visit 
some sick friend. 
Ho replies to one and 


follows tho other, forgetful of the 7:) years 
of his own existence, and thinking only of 
relieving his patients. 


With tho money that he received ho built 


a hospital for tho poor, and ills only recre- 
ation is in the Kinder Asy, among tho poor 
children tho^ho gathers in and runs for in 
the large binklng that he has had erected 
for them, hi this asylum I found many 
French children. 
Indeed there arc chil- 


dren thereof all nationalities The charity 
of Knoipp knows no frontiers. 


As for honors, the good euro cares littlo 


for them. 
In proof of tills one example is 


sufficient. When ho was recently appoint- 
ed chamberlain of the pope, he did not even 
open the envelope that contained the docu- 
ment conferring the dignity upon him un- 
til tho day after he hod received it and not 
even then until several clerical friends who 
were aware of the fact came tn congratu- 
late him. In his own blunt manner ho 
asked tho meaning of the congratulations. 
They called his attention to tho letter. Ho 
took it out of his pocket, opened it, rend 
it and t«irs filled his eyes. 
He did not 


think that he was worthy of the honor. 


Mgr. Knoipp, as ho !.« now c.illod, still 


remains tho humble cure, the former 
weaver. Intelligence and learning have 
simply enlarged his great heart, and of all 
the impressions thntone brings bn-Jc from 
Worishofon that is tho most vivid nnd tho 
most striking.—Journal des Debats.
